W hen the little republican a rm y of 
France set out 111 I TDG to crush the 
A ustrian pow er in Italy, the odds w ere 
tw o to one In favor of the A ustrian al­ 
lies. 
Napoleon him self w as on trial. 
After passing th e Alps by rare strategy 
be 
found 
him self 
approaching tw o 
Strong A ustrian arm ies separated only 
by the distance betw een M antua and 
Milan ami having the shorter lim* f »• 
m arching to a Junction. 
To beat the 
Milan arm y before it could lie re-en­ 
forced was the French problem ; to 
keep the French on the hither side of 
the river Adda the A ustrian problem. 
A strong bridge ut>0 feet in length w as 
the key to both problem*. 
A b attery of fourteen A ustrian can­ 
non so say som e accounts, others thir­ 
ty—was planted on the farth e r side to 
piny upon the structure, and to support 
these there w as a line of troops 6.000 
strong. 
A fter 
driving 
the 
Austrian 
rear guard out of the town Napoleon 
placed artillery on tile height* In the 
rear of tb s bridge nnd bom barded the 
Austria na. T he A ustrians in turn bom­ 
barded Lodi to drive out the French. 
“ We m ust eross, let it cost w hat it 
m ay,” said Napoleon. 
A solid storm ing column of 4,000 
grenadiers w as m assed near tile bead 
of the bridge, w ith a battalion of 300 
carbineers, or light Infantry, in front. 
The ranks were tin* exact width of the 
bridge and were so arranged th at at 
the word "F orw ard.'" the leading sec­ 
tions could wheel from the rover of the 
ram p art wall, cross the shot ridden 
space around the gatew ay at a Kinde 
spring ami then m ake the run along 
the causew ay to the Austrian side quite 
free 
from 
danger. 
Napoleon 
w ent 
am ong the troops and spoke encourag­ 
ing words. 
It WDH the contrast be­ 
tw een his slight figure and the massive 
grenadiers 
who 
stood 
In 
the 
front 
ran k s th at suggested the nam e of “ Lit­ 
tle Corporal.” 
D rum s beat the signal “ F o rw ard !" 
T he forem ost assailants moved from 
behind tne ram parts, wheeled under 
th e terrible hail of grape and canister 
and attem pted to pass the gatew ay of 
the bridge. 
The front rank w ent down 
like a row of gruln stalks before the 
reaper, the column staggered and reel­ 
ed backw ard, and the valiant gren a­ 
dier* w ere appalled by the task before 
them. 
To crown all. Napoleon placed 
himself at their head, and bis aids and 
generals 
Cervoid, 
Dallemagne, 
B a r ­ 
tiller. M assena and to n n e s 
rushed to 
his side. 
F orw ard again, this tim e 
over the le a p s of dead bodies that 
choked the passage, and a quick run, 
counted by seconds only. carried the 
column over the JOO yards of clear 
•pace, scarcely a shot from the A u stri­ 
ans tak in g effect, except at th** point 
w hore tho platoons wheeled to ta k e the 
first leap. 
T h e A ustrian artillerists 
abandoned th e guns Instantly, and. 
w ithout halting a t the fro n t line. the 
charging grenadier* rushed up the hill 
to a tta ck the second. 
This. too, gave 
way. und within a few m inutes afte r 
the F rench landed on the Austrian 
hank of the river th*- entire arm y of tho 
allies w as running to the rear. 
At the battle of the pyram ids Napo­ 
leon again carried all before him by 
boldness 
T h e E gyptian cannon w ere 
In hts p a th w ay at the crossing of the 
Nile, and he saw th at they w ere in s ta ­ 
tionary 
rests 
and 
could 
only 
fire 
straig h t uhead. 
Form ing his line to 
m arch up on th e flank and avoid tho 
fire, hi* columns ran upon the Marne* 
luke cavalry of Murad Bey. Napoleon 
allowed the fierce horsem en to ride 
within half pistol shot before opening 
Are. 
M eanwhile be harangued his le­ 
gions to stand fast. To the division In 
fro n t of the pyram ids he exclaimed, 
“Soldiers, from yon lofty sum m it* for­ 
ty centuries look down upon you.” T he 
squares stood the shook like Invinci­ 
ble*. ami at a swoop the finest body of 
horseback riders ever seen upon earth 
w a s destroyed. Viewing th e w recks of 
th a t once mighty host, Napoleon ex­ 
claimed. “Could 
I 
have united 
the 
Mameluke horse to my French Infan­ 
try I could have reckoned m yself mus­ 
ter of the world." 
But M arengo In 1800 wa* th e test 
battle o f N ap Jeon's career. W h at Shi­ 
loh w. s to G rant Marengo wa* to Na­ 
poleon. 
Shiloh w as saved by the op­ 
portune arrival o f a division of sup­ 
ports when nil seemed lost; so, too. 
Marengo. Hail Shiloh ended a s at one 
m oment seemed probable G rant would 
bove dropped Into obscurity, and the 
sam e with .Napoleon had M arengo gone 
1 against him. 
On tile m orning of Ju n e 14, 1800, Na­ 
poleon's arm y w as a1 the g ates of Ales­ 
sandria. all except the division of De- 
aaix that had bet a dispatched to Novi 
to bead off the A ustrian column of 
I Melas on the south.

M eanwhile Pesnlx had reached the 
scene and w as on the direct road along 
which the A ustrians were marching. 
A vineyard and a cornfield hid his men 
from the Austrian view, and they came 
w ithin 200 paces and halted. 
Napoleon 
galloped to the spot a n d ordered an a t­ 
tack. a t the same tim e sending Keller- 
m aa with (JOO horst* upon the A ustrian 
flank. 
Both attack s Were so bold th at 
the Austrians turned nnd fled, 
T b s 
F rench followed the flying foe to the 
river, opposite Alessandria, and cut 
them dow n w ithout mercy. 
At night­ 
fall Napoleon was m aster of Marengo 
and of all Italy. 
Napoleon showed at his best as a sol­ 
dier and ti leader in the cam paign of 
Austerlitz. 
When he gave Hie orde’ to 
m arch to the frontier, 
186,000 men 
cam e a t his call. 
In a brilliant but 
bloody cam paign of tw enty days lie de­ 
stroyed an A ustrian arm y of .sn/mhi. 
T h e w eather w as storm y an d cold. Na­ 
poleon w as om nipresent in the cam ps 
nnd am ong the colum ns on the march, 
an im ating th e soldiers to w ithstand the 
fatigue and cold and hunger. 
On the 
field of Austerlitz the antagonists were 
KU.0O0 a side. 
The allies attacked both 
F rench flanks at once, virtually strip­ 
ping their center on the heights of 
D ratted of Infantry ^md trusting to 
th eir guns to hold them. 
Napoleon 
asked Boult how long It would take the 
French Infantry In tin* valley to reach 
th e heights of P rat zen. 
“T w enty m in­ 
utes, sire. 
Shall I go forw ard?”

T he order w as given to Boult at 9 
o'clock.

Napoleon led the cavalry in j 
person and. becoming excited, put hi 
his last reserves. 
M eanwhile the in- , 
fan try under Boult storm ed the last 
line on the height* of Prat zen and 
burst am ong tile guns.

aw ay, and a* the shock of cannonading ; 
ha ti Already dislodged the mist tin* veil 
which all tile morning had obscured the I 
ort* of day w as rent apart.

was that Napoleon saw au d greeted 
“the sun of Austerlitz.” 
XaiKjleou'H masterpiece of strategy , 
was in the cam paign of isnt; when he 
fell upon the proud Prussian kingdom 
with a blow that brought the monarchy j 
of Frederick the G reat under the dis 
sa In go of a new C harlem agne. M arch­ 
ing rapidly upon Berlin, he found the 
road blocked at Jen a by Prince I lotion- 
lobe with <50.000 men. The Prussians 
were on the plains Is-hlnd the heights 
of 
I .antigraft nburg, 
which 
were 
so 
steep as to Im* deemed Impassable. Dis­ 
covering a pathw ay up the steep side. 
Napoleon cut u road In one night and 
massed upon a rock 40,000 soldiers, 
witli their cantion. 
Under cover of a 
fog Latinos th ru st forw ard his division. 
The cannonade* scattered the fog. dis­ 
closing to 
Hohenlohe 90.000 French 
against his 00,000. Latinos w as check­ 
ed for a time* and also Augereau, Boult 
and Ney. At IO o'clock Napoleon scut 
In M urat’s cavalry nod the imperial 
guard. Square afte r square o f the 'lo u t 
Prussian column w as broken, the* lines 
routed, and 15.000 dead and wounded 
lay on the field. Napoleon [Hit his force 
In pursuit, driving the enem y lu an op­ 
posite direction from Berlin, w bleb 
then lay a t his mercy. 
Waterloo, on th*- French aide, w as 
Napoleonic from start to finish, all but 
the hick.
